Notes from Address of E. M. Hastings 
Before Ohio State Dairymen’s As- 
sociation, Columbus, Ohio, Feb- 
ruary 3, 1911. 

The keeper of cows in former days 
was a farmer; now he is a dairyman 
or, perhaps, a breeder. Then he was 
a plain working man; now he belongs 
to one of the learned professions. To- 
day the successful dairyman or breed- 
er is an artist, and his well kept stab- 
les and splendid array of heavy-milk- 
ing cows form the most attractive ex- 
hibit on the farm.

The improvement of recent years 


has come about as the result of edu- 
cational campaigns conducted by ag- 
ricultural colleges and experiemt sta- 
tions, bureaus of farmers’ institutes, 
the agricultural press, and by public 


spirited citizens who have joined 
themselves together in breeders’ 
clubs and dairymen’s associations; 


but back of all this missionary effort 
for the betterment of the dairyman, 
is the contribution of the pure-bred 
* cow. Primarily high-priced cattle

attention to the neglected question of 
feeding and care. Then when it was 
found that the animals responded to 
liberal treatment, the possibilities of 
breed improvement became an individ- 
ual problem to be worked out by every 
ambitions breeder.

If the methods of the more prog- 
ressive American breeders are superior 
to those of the average breeder in 
Great Britain or Holland or the Chan- 
nel Islands, it would seem that better 
results might reasonably be expected 
from the leading strains that have 
been bred for years in this country 
than from the general run of im- 
ported animals. The mere fact that an 
animal is imported is not a guarantee 
of quality. Neither is the mere fact 
of registration a guarantee of quality; 
but when the pedigree can be traced 
for some generations, the fact of reg- 
istration may serve as an important 
index to quality. 

For the wonderful degree of develop- 
ment attained by the present day 
Holstein-Friesian cow, I am inclined to 
attribute a considerable share of cred- 
it to the superior methods of the prog- 
ressive American breeder during the 


successive generations that have 
marked its improvement since the 
foundation stock for this breed in 


America was first brought over from 


Holland. About ten thousand animals 
of this breed were imported during 


the ten years from 1875 to 1885, and 
few since that time. The most 
of the Holstein-Friesians that are here 
now of American breeding, and 
the best of these are backed for gen- 
erations by ancestors representing the 
highest of American skill in 
the care and handling of dairy cattle,

HENRY STEVENS. 


[This biographic sketch of the late 
Henry Stevens was published in the 
first number of the Holstein-Friesian 
World, Jan., 1904, and is from the pen 
of the then associate editor, E. M. 
Hastings, now of Lacona, N. Y.] 

Mr. Stevens is a notable example 
of the business man to whom success 
has come as the reward of energetic, 
persistent and intelligent effort, in 
spite of the most adverse conditions. 
Born in 1840, on the plaec where he 
now resides, his life has been spent 
in the pursuit of farming and stock 
raising. As a young man he com- 
menced with a small farm, on which 
the buildings were very poor, and the 
property encumbered for all it 
worth. Though measurably success- 
ful in his earlier efforts here, he be- 
came convinced that the best cat- 
tle obtainable were needed to make 
his farm pay the largest returns, and 
in 1876 he laid the foundation for a 
herd of pure-bred Housteins. This 
venture, doubtful at first—and more 
so the value of the Holstein cow 
Was then recognized by comparative- 
ly few in this country, was beginning 
to show some promise of success, 
when Mr. Stevens sustained a_ sud- 
den and irreparable affliction in the 
complete loss of his sight. Referring 
to this misfortune, a prominent breed- 
er, intimately acquainted with Mr.

“Elliston Family” of Holsteins De- 
veloped by A. C., Knapp, Preble, 
N. Y. 


The largest record to date has been 
made by Sadie Vale Pietertje, H. B. 
No. 79740, a daughter of Mabel Ellis- 
ton, namely, 33.21 Ibs. butter in 7 days, 
136.21 pounds in 30 days; 702 lbs. milk 
in 7 days, 2,941.9 pounds in 30 days, 
or an average of 98 pounds a day for 
30 days, and this record was not made 
as soon as she calved but was complet- 
ed 94 days after calving, At this date 
she holds the highest record for any 
cow of her age (senior 4 years old).

Pietertje Hengerveld, and nearly one hundred others. Hengerveld DeKol sired our World’s,Champion heifer, 
Pontiac Gladi, 32 Ibs. who is half sister to the dam of King of the Pontiacs, Who Was Also Bred at Easiern 
Michigan Asylum, as Well as His Dam, Pontiac Lunde Hengerveld, she being a full sister to our cow, Pon- 
tiac Caliope that took second prize at the great show of cows at Syracuse, 1908, forty-six cows in competition. 
We have always felt that the opportunity of the small breeder to breed THE BEST was fully as great 
in proportion as the larger breeder, who has three or four hundred animals. It is quite necessary, however. 
for him to select his animals from the producing families, and if he will take the time to look over the reports 
as made by Mr, Malcolm H. Gardner, Supt. of Advanced Registry, he will find that always where the owners 
name is given he will also find the name of the breeder. 

We are comparatively young breeders, but in selecting our breeding herd we were very particular to 
get cows with great depth of body, straight on the back, with nice shaped udders. from the Best Producing 
— in the United States and Canada, that gave under ordinary conditions large and continuous flow of 
milk.
